The ' •iiauui'-iut calls our attention to 


^u alleged interview with Governor-elect 
tleavesinthc Boston Jmmint, in which 
h« I* made to say th.it the uew election 
machinery in this state gave satisfaction. 
We have uo knowledge a« lo the i ecu racy 
uf Eltis interview, but If it is correct it 
does not affect our views in the least. We 
have not as yet learned Ihe details of the 
errors made under the new system in this 
sr*re, but in a general way understand 
that there were some eight or ten thou- 
sand voters who di«franclused themselves 
-o far as the entire ticket was concerned, 
w ith the exception of the candidate for 
(.overnor, by maiking the head of Ihe
